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q T is naturall for all menwhen 
Q they are ſtrairned with feares, 
2 or aQuall infelicities, to run 
for ſuccour, to What th: ur 
fancie, or the next OPPOrtU- 
nity preſents, as an inſtru. 
ment of their caſe and rc. 
medy, But that which diſtin- 
guiſhes men in theſe caſes, is 
the choice of their Sanfuaz y; 
for to rely upon the Reeds of «Fgypt, or to ſnatc' 
2r the Bu'-ruſhes of Ni/ys, may well become a drow- 
ring man, whoſe Reaſon is ſo wholly invaded and 
ſurpriz:d by Feare , as to be uſcl fle ro him in that 
confulion : Burt he whoſe condition (although it be 
ſ{1d) is ſti] under the Maſtery of Reaſen, and hath 
rime to deliberate, unlefle he places his hopes upun 
ſomethirg that is likely re cure his miſery, or at 
leaſt to caſe it , by making his aſfliion lefſe , or 
his p:cience more , docs deſcrve that miſery he groancs 
und-r, Stripes and remedilefle miſerics are the lor 
of Fooles , but Aſtliticns that happen to wiſe men 
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or good men, repreſent indeed the ſadneffes of morta- 
lity, bur they become Monuments and advantages of 
their Picty and Wiſdome, 


In this moſt unnaturall Warre commenced a- 
gainſt che greateſt ſolennities of Chriſtianity, and 
all chat is called, God, I have bcen pur to ir to run 
ſomewhicher ro SanRuary ; but whither , was fo 
prey a queſtion, that had not Religion been my 
gu e, I had not known where to have found reſt or 
afery, when the King and the Lawes, who by God 
and Man reſpeRively are appointed the protectors 
of Innocence and Truth, had themſelves the greateſt 
need of a protetor. And when in the beginning of 
theſe troubles I haſtned ro His Majeſty, the caſe of 
the King and His good Subjetts, was ſomething 
Iike that of Iſeack, ready to be ſacrificed, the wand 
was p:epared, the fire kindlcd, the knife was lift up, 
and the [land was ſtriking, that if we had not been 
ſomething l.ke Abrabam too, and againſt hope 
have belcev.d in hope, we had been as much withour 
comfort as We Were 1n outward appearance without 


remedy. 


It was my cuſtome long ſince to ſecure my ſelfe 
againſt th: violences of Diſcontents - abroad, as 
Gerſon did againſt temptations, 3n anguls & libel 
is, in my bookes and my retirements ; Burt now 1 
was deprived of both. them, and driven to a publicke 
view and participatioa ofthoſe dangers and miſe- 
rics which threatned the Kingdome, and diſturbed 
the evennefſe of my former life, 1 was therefore 
conſtrained to amafle rogether all thoſe arguments 
of hope and comfort, by which Men in the like con- 
dition were ſupported ; and amongſt all the great cx- 
amplcs of trouble and confidence, 1 reckon'd Che 
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David one of the biggeſt, and of greateſt conſidera. 
tron. For confidering that he was a King, vexed 
with a Civil Warre , his caſe had ſo much of ours 
in ic, that it was likely the devotions he uſed might 
fic vur turne, and his comforts ſuſtaine us, And in 
deed when I came to look upon the Pſalter with a 
n-crer. obſervation, and an cye diligent to eſpy my 
advantages and remedies there depofited, I tound 
very many Prayers againſt the enemies of the King 
and Church, and the miſeries of Warre, I found 
ſo many admirable promiſes, ſo rare varicty of ex- 
preſions of the mercics of God, ſo many conſolatory 
hymnes, the commemoration of ſo many deliveran- 
ces from dangers, and deaths, and Enemics, ſo ma= 
ny mir:cles ot mercy and falvation, that I began to 
bs ſo confiicnt as to belicve there could come no at. 
{:&ion great enough, to ſpend fo great a ſtock of 
comfort as was I:id up in the treaſure of the Pſal. 
t:r : the ſaying of S. Paul was here verificd, if ſinne 
[1nd miſery] dil abound, then did grace ſupera= 
bound : and as we b:lieve of the Paſlion of Chriſt, ir 
was ſo great as to be ableto ſatisfy for a thouſand 
Worlds ; fo ic is of the comforts of Davids Plalmes, 
they are more then ſufficient to repaire all the brea= 
ches of Mankind, Bur for the particular occaſion 
of creating confidences in us that God will defend 
his Church and his Annoynted, and all that traſt 
in him, againſt all their Enenues, (which was our 
caſe, and contained in it all cur needs for the pre= 
ſent)-1 found io abundant ſupply, that of 150. 
Plalmes, ſome whereof are Hiſtorical], many Eu- 
choriſticall, many Propheticall, and the reſt Pray= 
ers for ſeverall occattons, 34. of them ar: exprefly 
made againſt Gods and our enemies ; Eleven ex- 
preſly for the Church, foure for the King ; that is, a 
third. part of the Plalmes relate. particularly . to the 
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preſent otcaſion, befides many clauſes of reſperſion 
in the other , which if colleed in one, would of 
themſclyes, be great arguments of hope to prevaile 
in ſo good a Caulc. 


This which experience raught me now, I was 
promiſed before by a frequent teſtimony of the Do- 
Rors of the Church, who give the Plalrer ſuch a 
\Charaſter as is duero the beſt and moſt uſefull 
book in the whole World, viz. The moſt profitable of 
books : the treaſure of Holy inftrutions, conſunm- 
anationem totius pagine Theologice, the perfe- 
Qion of the whole Scripture ; ſo the ordinary Gloſſe 
.calls it ; a/ma juvenum, paruva Biblia, tribulato um 
{olatia, the young mans armory, the little Bible, rhe 
comfort of the diſtreſled, fo others ; to be fiid by all 
men upon all occaſions, is the councelt of the moſt 
devour amongſt them. Bur concerning the Pſule. r 
there are good words enough, and reall obſcrvation 
of advantages in the ſeverall prefaces before the 
Commentaries upon the Pſalmcs, ſer forth by the 
Fathers, and Writers of the firſt and middle ages. 
I leave the particular enumeration of them, to the 
Learned Divin:s of our Church, to whom it is more 
proper ; the ſumme of them, is this , which Tertullian 
alone hath expreſſed in his Apology againſt the 
Gentiles, Omnes Bibliothecas., & onna 'monu= 
menta unins Prophete ſcrinium vincit, in quo, Vim 
Artur thrſauries collocatus eſſe totius Fudaici Sa- 
cramenti, & inde etiam noſt/i, this book alone of 
the Prophet David, hath in it ſome excellencies bc 
yond all the monuments of Learning in any Library 
whatſoever, and is the ſtoarc-houſe both of the Few=- 
;j5 ani Chriſlian Religion. Bur that which pleas 
Jes m2 moſt is che fancy of S, Hilary, expound ng 
11: Pſalr io be mrant by che Key of Davis, ſpo- 
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ken of by S. John in his Revelation t And properly 
enough ; for it we conhder how many myſteries of 
Religion are opcn'd to us in the Pſalter, how many 
things concerning , Chriſt, what cleare vatic nati= 
ons concerning his Birth, his Prieſthood, his King- 
dom, his Death, the very circumſtances ot his Pailt- 
on, his ReſurreRion, and all the degrees of his Ex= 
al-ation more cleerly and explicitely recorded in the 
Paltr, then in all the 01d Prophets belides, we may 
ealily belcive that Chriſt with a K y of David-in 
his hand, is nothing elſe bur Chriſt tully oper'd and 
manifeſted ro us in the P:almes in the whole myſte- 
ry of our Redemption. Ones pene Pſalmi Chrte 
tt perſonam (uſtinent, ſaith Tertulian, Almoſt all 
the Pſalm:s repreſent the perſon of Chriſt. Now 
this Key of David, opens not only the Kingdum nf 
Grace, by Revelation of the myſteries of our Rel 'gt- 
on, but the Kingdom of Heaven 1oo, it being ſuch a 
Collection of Prayers, Euc! ariſt, a&s ot hope, of 
love, of patience, and all o.her Chriſtian virtues, 
that as the everlaſting Kingdome is given to the 
Heire of the Houſe of David, fo the Honour of 0. 
pening that kingdome is given to the firſt Prince 
of that family ; the Pſalmes ofhis Fa.hcr David are 
one of the beſt inlets into the Kingdome of the ſonn?, 
Som«thing tro this purpoſe is that ſaying ot one of 
the ol4 Doors, vox pſalmodiz ſi refio corde di- 
rigatur, in tantum ommpotents Deo aditum ad &a- 
n:mum aperit , ut intents anime vel Prophitie 
myſieria, wel compunttions ſpiritum in{undat. 
The ſaying or finging of Pſalnes op:ns a way fo 
wide for Cod to enter into the heart, thar a devgur 


'foul: does uſually from ſuch an imployment receive 
.the grace of compun&ion and. contition, or Of un 
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tpon ſuch premiſes as theſe, or better, the Church 
of God in all ages bath made Davids Pſalter the 
greateſt part of her publike and private deyotions 3 
ſomrimes dividing. the Pſalcer into ſeven parts, thar 
every weeks devotion might ſpend it all, 


Sometimes decreeing that. it ſhould be (aid day 
and night. Ocherwhile injoyned the recitation of 
the whole Plalter before the celebration of the blefied 
Sacrament ; and after ſome time it was made the 
publique office of the Church, 


It was the generall uſe of Chritendome, to ſay 
the Pſalmes Aatiphonatim, by way of verſe and an«= 
twer, faith Suidas ; and fo Ancient, that the Religi» 
ous of S, Marke in Alexandria uſed it, ſaith Phils 
the Jew ; and S. Ignatius, or clſe Flavianus and Dio- 
adorns brought it firſt into the Church of Aativch, 
And far the private Devotions, that. they chictly 
conſiſted of the Plalmes we have great provabllity 
from the ftrif- requiring it of th: Clergy, and par- 
ticularly from them who came to be ordayned, great 
readynell> of ſaying the Pſalter by heart, It was S. 
Hieroms councell ro Ruſticas , and when S. Greg o- 
7y was to ordaine the Biſhop of Ancona, his inquiry 
concerning his Canonicall ſufficiency was, if he cvull 


ſay Davids Phalmes without booke ; and for a diſabi- . 


liry of doing it, Zoha the Pri:ſt was rejeted from 
the Biſhopricke of Raverna. But this I conceive 
more relates to their private, then to their publicke 
deyorions, for I cannot thinks bur that in reſp. & of 
the publicke Liturgy, it was enough for Bithops and 
Prieſts to read the Pſaluecs 3 the requiring abili= 


ty to remember them was to ingage them to a {re«. 


quent ul; of fo adJairabl: devorions, in their privats 
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But the Pſalmes were nor only of uſe to theChurch, 
as they lay in their own? poſition and forme, bucthe 
devour men of ſeverall ages drew them into GolleQts, 
Anctiphonarics, Refponſories, and all others ports of 
their devotions, They made their Prayers our of the 
Plalmes, their confelltons, their doxologics, their 
cjaculations for the moſt part were claulcs or peri- 
04s of the Pſalter, S. Hicrome made a collet on of 
choice verficles, ard putthem rog« ther into their ſe- 
verali clafics, and that was much ot his devotion ; the 
Coll: &ion t> (hl extant under th: Name of S. Hie- 
rots's If{alter, S, Athanaſias made an Ind:x of the 
{ vcrall occaſions and matters of prayer and Eucha- 
riſt, and fitted Pſalmcs to each particular, that was 
lus devotion, the Pialmes iniire a» they lay, only he 
mace titles of his owne, 1 have ſeen of latter time a 
ther tiymne of ſome cight verſes, which are indeed 
very cho.ce ſentenc.s out of ſeverall Pialmes f.r i= 
[erher to make a comperd um of Liturgy or Bre- 
viary of our nece(}; ie» and devorions, collkeaed by S. 
Berk rline, it is a very good Copy to be followed, 
Bur if we looke imothe uld Liurgics of the Eaſtern 
a1d Weſtern Ciurches, and where we will almoſt in- 
tothe private deyotions of the o!d writers, we may 
ſay of them in the exprefiion of the Prophet, Hauri- 
tbant aquas e fontikus Salvatoris, they drew their 
waters from the fountaines of our Bleflked Saviour, 
but through the limbccks of Dav:d. . 


Bur the praftice of this devotion I derived” from 
a higher precedent, cven of Chriſt and his Apoſtles ; 
for betore the pailiun immediately, they ſung a Pſalm, 
ſaith the Scripture, Hymao difto, ſaith the vulgar 
Latine, having recired or faid a Pſalme, Bur how- 
ever it was part of Davids Pſalter that was ſung, 
at was the great Allclujah, as the Jewes called it, be- 
gnmng 
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ginning ar the 113. Plalme, to the 119. excluſively, 
part of that was ſung. Bur this devotion continued 
with our Blefſed Saviour as long as breath was in 
him, for when he was upon the Crofl?, he recied the 
22, Palme ad wverbum , ſaith the Tradition of the 
Church, and that he began it, ſaith the Scrip.ure, 
My God, My God, why baſt thou forſahin me ? The 
whole Pſalme is rather a hiſtory then a prediRion of 
the Paſſion ; and what Tertullian ſaith of the whole 
Palter is particularly veritied of this, Filium ad 
Patrem , ia eft, Chriſtum ad Deum vwerba facien- 
tem repreſentat, it repreſ: nts the Sonnes addreſl: 
to his Father, thac is, Chrift ſpeaking to God. Againſi 
the example of Chriſt if we confront the pratice of 
Antichriſt, nething can be ſaid greater in .commen= 
dation of this manner of devotion : for B. Hippolytus, 
in his Oration of the end of the world , ith, that in 
the dayes of Antichriſt, Pſa/morum decantatio ceſſabit, 
they ſhall then no more uſe the finging or ſaying of 
the Pſalmes.; which when I had obſ-rved, without any 
further deliberation I fix'd upon the Pſalter , as the 
beſt weapon againſt him , whoſe comming we have 
great reaſon to bel-eve is not far off, ſo great prepa- 
Tation is making for him, 


From the <xample of Chriſt this grew to be a Pra. 
.Qice Apoſtolicall , and their devorion came cxaly 
home to the Iiken«flc of the deligne of this very Bouk: 
they turn'd the Pſalmes-1nto Prayers, 


Thus it was ſaid of Paul and £i/as, A. 16. They 
prayed a Pſalme, ſo it is in the Greeke 3 and we have 
a Copie lefr us of one of the Prayers or ColleRs 
which they made our of the bowels of the ſecond 
'Pſalme , it is in the ſourti Chapter of the Atts, 
- beginning at the 24+ verſe, and cngs at the 31, And 
now 
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now I have ſhowne the reaſons of my choice, and the 
precedents that I have followed, This laſt comes home 
ro-every circumſtance of my Book. I onely adde this, 
tha; fince according to the inſtruction of our blefked 
Saviour , God is io be werſhipped in Spirit and in 
Truth. no worſhipping can be more true, or more 
ſpiritual then the Pſalter ſaid with a pure mind and a 
heariy devotion. For David was Gods inſtrument 
to the Church, teaching and admoni{hing us (as cur 
duty is to cach other) in Pſalmes and Hymncs, and 
ſpirira-11 Sorgs, and the Spirit of Truth was the 
Grand D:Rator of what David wrote 3 ſo that we 
may contidently uſ: this d:votion as the Church of 
God cyer did, making her addrefles to God moſt fre= 
quently by the Pſalmes 3 ſo P/udeitizs reports the 
puiſe of Chriſtencome ;

The Prayers which 1 have colleQed out of the 
Pſalmes ,, are nothing elf, but the matter of che 
Pſalmes pur into another mood, and fit:ed ro the ne- 
cciJitics oft Chriſtendome, and ot our felv.s in parti- 
cular, according to the firſt deſignation or ſecondary 
intention sf the blefled Spirit : for the uſe of them 
could nor expire in the perſon of David, though firſt 
occaſioned (many of them) by his perſonall necefli- 
ties : for all Scripture was written for our learning 
upcn whom the ends ot the world are come, (faith the 
Apoſtle) and Chriſt, and his Apoſtles,and the Church 
of all ages, hath taught us by their example and pre- 
cepts, that the purpoſes of the holy Ghoſt were of 
great Cxicnt, and tlie profits univelall both for 
Wnes. 
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times and occaſions :. fo alſo w-re the Praycrs which 
the Church made out o* the Pſalmes, and ſung them 
in her publike offices. S. Auſtin found great advan- 
tages by ſuch devotions, as himſclfe witnetlkes 3 Crim 
reminiſcor lachiymas mi as quas ſudi ad cantus Eccle- 
fie in primordiu recuperate fidet mea , magnam in(ti- 
tuti huj#s ntilitatem aznoſco. When I call wo mind the 
many teares I thed when I hcard the Hymnes and 
Pſalmes of the Church, I cannot bur acknowledge the 
£r.ac benchi of this inſlicution, 


And yer bcſiles, the ſpiriiuall ſenſe of an. aQuall 
deyo.ion.,, which is ſooner had in this uſe uf the 
Pſalmes then of other Prayers , I have had a mei- 
tation that this manner of devotion night be a good 
Symbol and inſtrum:nt of Cc m nunion b:twcene 
Chriſtians of a difterent Perſiwaſton : For if we all 
would communicate in the ſame private deyotions, 
ir were 2 great.degree of Peace. and Charity, The 
N cene Fathers in their z. alz againſt Heretie, forbad 
their people to b:. preſent at the Prayers of He- 
retiques; and they had great reaſon ſo long as they 
derived their Herefie into their Lytwngie, into their 
very formes of Baptiſme ; Bur I am muc!z ſcandali- 
zed, when I ſee a man retuſe ro communicate with 
me in my Prayers, even ſuch as are in his owne Brevi- 
ary or Manuall. For me thinks it is ſtrange that the 
Lords Prayer it ſclle ſhould be unhallowed int! e 
mouth of a Pcoreſtant, and yet the whole office from 
the mouth cf one of their Prieſts, though never fo 
wicked, though a Nec.omancer, a ſecrer J:w, or any 
thing., ſo of their Communion, ſhall loſe no tiule of 
is ſanity and value. So long as nothing of contro- 
yerſie is brought into our Prayers, ( and certainly we 
may very well pray to Ga.l without diſputing) and 
Dcyoriva is notitnade a party, he that refuſes ro joyne 
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with me in what himſelfe confefſts true and holy 
upon pretence I am a herericke, will certainly prove 
hunſelfe a Schiſmaricke. For true it is, a Hereticke 
is to be avoyded, that is in his temptation and in his 
herefie, juſt as a notorious Fornicaor, an Adulice 
rer, a ſentenc'd drunkard, and no more, the Apoſtles 
rule excommunicates all alike , with ſuch men no nee 
ro cat, and this rule cannot with ſo much eaſe and 
certainty be put ro praGiiſe in the caſe of hereſic, as 
in the caſe ot drunknefſe, becauſe herefie is as much 
harder to be judg'd, as the ſoulc is more inviſible then 
the budy, eſpecially if we make herefic to be an crror, 
not in the great articles of faith only, bur ro confiſt 
is minutes alſo a all they doc who refuſe ro commu- 
nicate with Perſons diſcgreeing even. in the ſmalleſt 
article, 


But he thar is rcady to joyne with all the focieries 
of Chriſtians in the world, in thoſe things which are 
certainly true, juſt and pious, gives great probation 
that he hath at leaſt, an:mum Catholicum, no Schiſ- 
maticall ſoule, becauſe he would aRually communi» 
cate with all Chriſtcndome, if bona fides- in falſo ar- 
ticulo, ſincere perſwaſion (be it true or falſe) did 
not diſoblige him, fince he clearly diſtinguiſhes per- 
ſons from things, and in all good things communt= 
cates with p:1tons bad enough in others. This is the 
Communion of charity, anq when the Communion of 
belecte is intercup:ed by miſperſwaſion on one fide, 
and too much contidenc: and want of charity on the 
other, the erring party hath humane infirmiry ro-ex- 
cuſz him, but the uncharitable nothing at all. This 
therefore is che beſt and ſureſt way, becauſe we are 
all apt co be deccived, to be ſincere in our diſquiſiti- 
ons, modeſt in our determinations, chariable in our 
ccnſures, and apt .to. communicate in things of = 

Clit 
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dent truth and confeſſed holinefls. And ſuck is this 
devotion ; the whole marter waereof is the Pſalmes 
of David, and the prayers Symbolicall, and alike in 
ſubſtance, and of the ſame expreſtun throughour, 
where it is not altercd by circumſtances, 


So that I thought I might not imprudently intend 
this Booke as an inſtrument of publike charity to 
Chriſtians of different confeilions, For [ ice chat all 
ſorts of people {ing or ſay Davids Pſalmes, and by 
that uſe, if they underſtand the conſequences of their 
owne Religion, accept ſer formes of prayer for their 
Liturgy, and this forme in ſpeciall is ene of their 
owne choices for deyotion ; ſo that if all Chriſtians 
that thinke Davids Pſalmes lawfyll devyorion, and 
ſhall obſerve the Colle&s from them to be juft of the 
ſame Religion, would joyn in this or the like form, 
I am ſomething confident the produR would be cha- 
Tity, befides other ſpirituall advantages, For my 
owne particular , fince all Chriſtendome is ſo much 
divided, and ſubdivided into innumerable Sets, I 
knew not how to give a bztrer evidence of my owne 
beliefe, and Iove of thcCommunion of Saints, and 
dereſtation of Schiſme, then by an a@ of Religion, 
whoſe conſequence might b2 (if men pleaſe) the ad- 
yancement of an univerſall Communion,, For in 
that which is moſt concerning, and is the beſt preſer= 
ver of charity, I meane praCticall devotion and 
aQtive picty, the differences of Chriſtendome are nor 
ſo great and m3ny, to make an etcrnall diſunion and 
frature ; and if we inſtance in Prayer, there is none 
at all abroad (fome indeed we have commenc'd at 
home, but) in the great diviſi»ns of Chriſtendome, 
none at all bur conc-rning the obje& of our prayers 
and adorations, For the Socinian (huts the Holy 
Ghoſt from his Leranies, and places th: RR 
| G 
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God in a lower forme of addreflce, But concerning 
him I muſt ſay, as S. Paul ſaid of the unbeleevyers, 
what bave I to doe with them that are without ? 
For this very thing that they disbelieve the ar- 
ticle of the holy Trinity, they make themſelves un- 
capable of the communion of other Chriſtian people 
of the Nicene Fai:h, and wee cannot ſo much as 
Joyne with them in good prayers, becauſe we are not 
agreed concerning the perſons ro whom our devori- 
ons muſt be addreſ[:d ; and Chriſtendome never did 
ſo lightly eſtcem the article of the holy Trinitie, as 
not to glorie in it, and confefle ir publiquely, and 
exprefle ir in all our offices, The holy Ghoſt roge- 
ther with the Father and the Sonne muſt be worſhip- 
ped and glorified. 


Bur fince all Chriſtians of any publike confeſſion 
and government, that is, all particular and nationall 
| , agree in the marter of prayers, and the 
great objet, God in the myſterie of the Trinitie, if 
the Church of Rome would make her addrefles to 
God onely, through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, and 
leavethe Saints in the Calendar, without drawing 
them into her offices (which they might doe withour 
any prejudice ro the ſuirs they ask, unleſſe Chriſts 
interceſſion withour their cenjunRure were imper- 
feR) that we might all once pray together, we might 
hope for the blcflings of peace and charizic to be up- 
on us all. I am ſure they that have commenced this 
war againſt the King and the Church, firſt fell our 
with our Liturgie, and refuſed to joyne with us in 
our prayers : I have therefore a ſtrong perlwafion, 
that if we were joyned in our prayers, we ſhould 
queckly be unired in affeRions: and to this purpoſe 

have ſome reaſ.n to belicve this Plalter may dee 
good ſervice, 

For 
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Far I have ſcene an Eflay of this d.figne made by 
that prudent and pious Moderator of Controverſics, 
George Caſſander, who did much for the peace of 
Chriſtendome, when diſagreeing, intereſts and-opin'.. 
ons made the great Schiſme ia the Weſterne Chur- 
ches,he purs forth Devotions, and with th:m Colle&s 
for cach Pſalme, Bur I ſaid , it was a merre Eſky , 
they are ſhort of what he could have don: : bur when 
I-ſaw- his n:me ar th. m, I gueſſed what every man elſe 
would have gueſled concerning him, it was a purſuance 
of his great defigne for peace ard chutitie. I have ſecn 
three more the firſt by an old Saxon Prieft or Biſhop, 
in which there is nothing of offence, nothing but pious 
and primitive for the matter, but the Coll: &s ſo ſhort, 
that the Plalme did ſcarce paſle through the Prayer, ſo 
little of the reliſh is left, | the percolation is ſcarce 
diſcernable.
